On another page will be fond a contribu- 
tion from our esteemed friend, Dr. Babcock, 
on the much mooted subject of full-form 
materlallzatlon. Dr. Babcock's experiences 
and conclusions are those of a large number 
who have attemptéd in the best of spirit and 
with faith in the claims of those selling the 
right to a sight, to satisfy themselves by act- 
ual observation of "materialized "- spirit 
forms. We do not wonder at his chagrin and 
disappointment when at last he reached th 
conclusions enunciated in hisarticle. 

While the Doctor speaks justly, and hence 
truthfully from his own standpoint of ex- 
perience, he is too sweeping In his infer- 
ences, if not lu directstatement. That there 
are bona fide spirit phenomena such as are 
classed under the head of “ full-form mater- 
ialization” we have no manner of doubt. 
These have bsen observed under conditions 
admitting of no scientific objection, in the 
presence of Prof. Wm. Crookes, J. S. Farmer 
{editor of Light), and others in England, Dr. 
Eugene Crowell, Dr. N. B. Wolfe, E. Gerry 
Brown, Prof. Elliot Coues and some others in 
America. The editor of the JorRNAL has 
seen and recoguized forms that were mater- 
{alized to the waist; and this In a well light- 
‘ed room, with no cabinet in use and while 
he was holding the medium. No opportunity 
for delusion or deception existed, — ' 

- Dr. Babcock's suggestions as to test condi- 
tions are open to serious objection, because of 
the incompetency of most people to thorough- 
ly do the work he assigns to them; and this 
objection is made still more forcible by the 
fact that there are very few who do not feel 
perfectly competent for the task, and in the 
blind confidence of their ability are easily 
deceived. Materializations can be had with- 
out the use of a cabinet or any of the condi- 
tlons permitting fraud or delusion, and with 
the medium In view during the entire a¢ance. 
Manifestations otherwise obtained may be of 
value to the immediate observers, but aro of 
little consequence as matters for the public 
to rely on, with rare exceptions. The prolific 
pen and/active Imagination of a Hazard, 
a Cross, or a Wetherbee will never strength- 
en the cause of Spiritualism nor add to the 
sum of spiritual science, 


To a looker-on, it would seem this cler- 
gyman Is more smitten with a sense of the 
deadness of spiritual life among communi- 
canta, than he would have bis hearera belleve. 
Evidently the Protestant Episcopal Church ia 
in need of a new and profound inspiration; 
one which shall trouble the waters that seem 
but a stagnant pool.

what it claims to be, a newly developed meth- 
od for the exchange of Ideas between the in-

This i4 a translation from the Chin- 
ese of Híuen-Tslang, who, in A. D. 629, col- 
lected all the records, notices and traditions 
of Fusang and all accounts of — there- 
to. This work greatly etrengthens the theory 
of a Chinese discovery in the fifth century: 
and we are inclined to the opinion that what- 
ever may be thought of the record of Hoel- 
shin as to his particular. discovery, wo will 
yet be forced to concede the fact of the dis- 
covery of Mexico by a Chinese 
very early date—probably the middle of the 
the fifth century. $ 

Ethnological proof of the prevalence of 
Buddhism in Mexico is by no means wanting. 
Ono cannot read Hoel-shin and Mr. Prescott’s 
account of the Peruvians without a me 
a wonderful agreement. Humboldt claime: 
to have demonstrated that the Mexican cal- 
endar was identical in its principles with 
that of the Chinese and- Japanese. There fs 
at least a notable similarity between the 
Mexican “statyaties” postarea in Charles 
Rau’s “Archeological Collection of the United 
States National Museum," page 80, and the 
statutes of Baddha, in which he is always re- 

resented in a sitting posture. The more we 
earn of the anclent religions of Mexico, 
from the ner of such material as Spanish 
rapacity has left to us, the more we become 
convinced that Lassen and Schlagintweit did 
not deserve to be laughed at when they 
asserted that Buddhism had once prevailed 
fa Mexico. It is not necessary here to refer 
to the fact, demonstrable by looking upon a 
map, that frou) Japan a vessel could sall 
from Island to-fsland and reach Alaska with- 
out being out óf sight of land more than a 
few hours åt a time. The accidents so incl- 
dent to seafaring people, by which the nu- 
merous Islands of the Pacific have been peo-

It appears from late special dispatehes to 
the daily papers of this city, that the exhor- 
tations of a ministerial crank in Blount 
Towhship, eight niitea north of Danville, III., 
been Instrumental in producing very 
deleterlous effects.

. Notwithstanding the fact that G. Milner 
Stephen, of Sydney, New South Wales, bas 
occupied various prominent positions (having 
been at one time a leading Barrister-at-law, 
and then acting Governor of two Australian 
colontes), he has seen fit to comply with the 
urgent solicitations of his spirit guides, and 
practice his wonderful healing powers among 
those who are afflicted. The cures he has 
performed are truly remarkable, and show 
that he Is doing an immense amount of good. 
As an exhibition of his remarkable gifts, the 
Wairarapa Standard states that at one of his 
meetings, when near six o'clock Mr. Stephen 
was warned that he would be late for the 
train.

The Echo, published [n Dunedin, says that 
on one occasion when Mr. Stephen held a 
meeting for exelasively healing the poor who 
were sick, he had the stage clear, and re- 
quested the public to keep fifteen feet from 
him, claiming that “his power radiated to 
that distance, and anyone within that took 
some of his power from the patient." The 
method of manipulating his subject is quite 
different to that exhibited by the ordinary 
mesmerist, and was different according to 
different diseases, With all, however, he first 
laid one hangon the top and the other on the 
back part of the head, “connecting his pow- 
er," so hé sald, “ with the brain and sending 
it through the whole nervous system and 
thence to the muscles.” For blindness and 
deafness he also breathed into the eye and 
ear through a silver tube. For paralysis and 
rheomatism he merely laid his hand on the 
afflicted part, telling the pains or disease to 
go, sometimes, but very seldom, making what 
appeared to be slight passes over the bald 
part. For asthma and bronchial affections’ 
he breathed through the silver tube on the 
part affected, placing red “magnetized” flan- 
nel (already “ breathed upon" by Mr. Steph- 
en) thereon, to be worn for some time, and 
not touched by.the patient, as this, sald Mr. 
Stephen, “ would take from its power.” 

Mr. Stephen did nof, It ia said, after his ar- 
duoaus efforts, experience the exhaustion that 
mesmerista do after operating upon their 
subjects. He seemed as sprightly as ever. 
This for a man of seventy-one Is suggestive.

Secularizing Sunday. 


It appeara from late telegraphic dispatches 
that the armies arrayed for and agalnst the 
secularization of Sunday are ready to do bat- 
tle in New York on ground quite removed 
from the usual field of alcoholism. The Im- 
mediate issue is the opening of the public 
museums that are sopported jointly by the 
city and private contributors. In a general 
way it may be sald that the preachers are on 
one side and the editors on the other, since 
sermons and articles are almost invariably 
opposed on the subject, which is being rather 
violently agitated. Each of the five infu- 
ential morning journals has come out posl- 
tively in favor of admitting he popite Sun- 
days, and two are making a specialty of the 
contest. Petitions are receiving signatures 
by the 10,000, and in most of the mechanics" 
unions votes for opening have been unani- 
mously passed, The pastors have, to a large 
majority of the orthodox Protestants, deliv- 
ered discourses formally denouncing the 
movement to turn their Sabbath into a day 
of diversion. The warfare centres around 
the Museum of Natural History, which is 
sustained about equally by municipal money 
and individual bequests. The trustees are 
divided and inclined to be conservative. 
Grace is for open doors, and declares 
he will never sign another appropria- 
tion until the change la made. On the other 
hand, some of the chief donors of cash and 
exhibits threaten to withdraw thelr help if 
Sabbath-breaking is permitted, but they will 
see that the deficit resulting from the Mayor's 
action 1s made good if Sunday closing is 
maintained. The last victory of the secular 
party was In establishing Sunday free con- 
certs in the parks, and the outlook Is that, 
though more dificult to do, the museums 
will be opened soon, 


A Remarkable Case. 

At about three o'clock on Friday morning 
of last week Mra. Emily Frayne, a widow, of 
Hamilton, Ont., who had come to Cleveland, 
Ohio, to visit her sister, who resided in a 
block on Prospect Street, died very suddenly. 
Frank Lamb, a fresco painter, aged thirty- 
three, who occupies apartments adjoining 
those in which Mrs, Frayne died, relates a 
remarkable story. He says that between two 
and three o'clock the morning in question 
he was awakened by something, and, looking 
across the room, he saw a woi sitting on 
a lounge about four feet from the bed. “What 
do you want?” he asked, Raising her right 
hand, the woman said, “ Hash, hush,” and 
then disappeared. Lamb is a disbeliever in 


ghosts, and at once made a search of the 


room and examined the lock of th@door. He 
found the door was securely fastened, and 
getting into bed he lay for ten minutes 
thinking about the strange occurrence. Sud- 
denly the clothing of his bed'and the tick 
were tumbled off on the floor by some unseen 
power,and he d himself on the floor. 
Being angry by’ this time, Lamb made an- 
other search bf the room without finding 
anybody. He then opened the door, and as 
he did so Mrs. Hadden, the sister of Mrs. 
Frayno, came from her room into the hall, 
sayigg: "My sister ls dead." Lamb declares 
that he was not exelted and that he was per- 
fectly sober. He cannot account for the 
strange oceurrence, Other people lu the 
block who heard Lamb fall also left their 
rooms, and they corroborate his story. The 
Coroner decided that the woman's death was 
caused by heart-disease.

The Priest and the French Elections. 


Under the above heading Theodore Stan. 
ton, son of Mrs, Elizabeth Cady Stanton, who 
has married and made his'home In France, 
writes an interesting letter.to the Now York 
Independent on the Jate elections in that 
eóuntry. He says that while other things 
doubtless helped the result of more than 
doubling the reactionary minority in the 
Chamber," but that“ tho religious feud which 
appears to grow more bitter each yoar,” be- 
tween the Catholics and the Protestants and 
free thinWers, was the most potent cause of 
this conservative gain. Tho Republicans ad- 
miit this, and some urge moderation toward 
the Catholic Chureh, while the moro radical 
rejoice and urge new attacks on the priest- 
hood. Ho says that although there is a legal 
union between the Republican State and the 
Catholic Church, they are separated in spir- 
it as wide as the poles. Occasionally a de- 
vout Catholle isa republican; but a répuf& 
Ucan ecclesiastic (a pridst) is as extinct in 
thiswountry ss the dodo.“ 

This ia no marvel, as the Republic has cut 
off the priests from the control of education, 
proscribed the monkish orders, and taken 
other sensible stops toward secularizing the 
Btate. Doubílessly sometimes the radicals 
have been needlessly rude and severe—the 
reaction agaidst'an old priestly tyranny— 
some even demanding that athelsm take the 
place of theism, and being as bigoted on one 
extreme as the priests on the other; but the 
nataral alliance between tyranny and bigot- 
in Church and State, the dread of politi- 
cal freedom as a step toward religious froe- 
dom, accounts for a large dhare of tals. The 
spirit of priest and sect everywhere is to 
“pot out the light,” to bind and. dwarf, to 
proseribe for opinion’s sake, to lift creed 
above deed.

Are We to have a Revival Season? 


There was lately held, In Cincinnati, an in- 
tordenominatlonal congress on city evangel, 
ization, made up only of so-called evangelical 
sects (those, that is, who still profess to be- 
llevé the creeds of old times and cry "put out 
the light" against any change). In Brook 
lyn, N. Y., a great young men's meeting was 
held, under chargo of Moody aud Sankey. 
Episcopal missioner Aitken and bis col- 
leagues are busy in New York .with large 
audiences. Do these, and other [tke signs 
indicate the coming of a season of “revivals 
of religion "—that is, of efforts to frighten 
people by talk about sheol (formerly called 
hell), and by dwelling on the blood of Christ, 
all to get more members into orthodox 
churches? 

It is always notable that before the spirit 
moves, the church machinery Is in good run- 
ning order and in fall motion. In the coun- 
try good» nlelghing and moonlight nights 
keep up a revival, but a thaw, bad roads and 
dark nights chill the whole affair. The 
cities seem now the chlef points of revival 
efforts, and in those folds weather makes 
less difference. Moody seems to be a sort of 
cáptalu-general, with his poor talk about 
"mere morality " being of no consequence, 
and his cry about atonement by blood. Are 
our ablér orthodox clergy, men of real ability 
and of thought, content to put Moody and 

like at the front, and endorae their meth: 
ods and teachings? Is this the only way in 
which they can All thelr churches? Even 
this humiliating effort falls, for their 
churches are not filled. The rich go thore, 
but the poor stay away. So they said them- 
selves at the Cincinnati congress. 

We do not doubt that there are seasons 
when waves of spiritual power sweep over the 
world, when people in the higher life make 
special efforts for our good,—all-this in no 
miraculous way, but naturally and in accord 
with the eternàl order of things. But our 
day needs something higher than these efforts 
to galvanize dying dogmas into fitful life. 
Such a revival aa Moody cannot roose up is 
wanted—a revival of spiritual insight, of 
faith and knowledge of the naturalness «and 
nearness of tho life beyond, of reverence for 
man and faith in his capacity for progress, 
of faltt in The Soul-of Things, of charity, of 
free thought, of honor and Integrity, of fidel- 
ity td our own souls, of good works eve day. 

We wait to see how much power the old 
revival machinery has, and if anything bet- 
ter is devised, will try to make it known. 
There lo a story in the Testament about the 
failure of an effort to put new wine Into old 
bottles, which .solves the weakness of.thelr 
efforts.

The people were greatly excited, Ho walk- 
ed through the house shaking hands with 
nearly all those present. The boy Is sixteen 
years of age, weighs 140 pounds, and is very 
strong. Three years ago he had an alfection 
caused by spial-disease." His. father states 
that one night, wh 8 boy was in a viol- 
ent fit, four strong men were unable to hold 
him. He broke away from them, and went 
to the organ, and played three hymns in ex- 
cellent style, though before he was unable 
to do so. As he played the last hymn he 
made a profession of religion, and then calm- 
ly lay down, Since that time he has never 
had another attack, and has beon in excel- 
lent health. The boy says that if the Divine 
origin of his blindness and recovery of eight 
is not believed by the people other and even 
more convincing signa will be afforded.

A Cruclal Test. 


The Golden Gate, ot Francisco, Cal., la

The Spread of Crematlon. 


The Chicago Tribune favors cremation as 
tho best method.of disposing of the dend, 
and farnishes the following points of history, 
and cogent reasons why it should be adopted, 
setting forth that just ten years have elapsed 
since the formation of a cremation society 
in Milan. ‘During that time thirty other so- 
eletles have been formed in Italy, which, 
with their ploneer, have cremated about four 
hundred bodles—the first belag that of Al- 
bert Keller, Jan, 22, 1876. Tho principal 
crematories are located at Milan, Lodi, Bres- 
ela, and Rome. Tho rules of the first named-

sible concealment of crime, y provide 
that if the cause of deat certain, un · 
foreseen, susplcíous,or violent, the act of cre- 
mation must be preceded by an autopsy. We 
note that an act was passed by the State of 
Massachusetts last year. authorizing the for- 
mation of societies for cremating the dead 
which contains a similar provision for pre- 
venting the cencealment of crime. 

A pamphlet has recently been published by 
the Worcester (Mass) Cremation Society, 
written by Dr. Marble, on the dangers of 
earth burial. It cites many instances to 
provethat the graveyard is a very objection- 
ible institution from a sanitary point of 
‘view, and especially as a polluter of the wa- 
ter supply. The Tribune, about two months 
ago, cited thie and other serlous objections 
tothe cemetery in a populous city like Chi- 
cago. The danger here Is perhaps less than 
in most other cities of the saine size, ob ac- 
count of our position on the shore of a great 
lake from which we draw our water supply, 
without allowing any of our cemeteries to 
abut directly upon it since we abolished the 
one which for many years occupied the pres- 
ent site of Lincoln Park.
